A Proclamation for reliefe of the poore, ind 
remedying the high prices of Corne. 


HE Kings moſt Excellent Maieltie, hauing taken knowledge of 


the pꝛelent ſcarcity and dearth, and ofthe high pꝛites of Cozne and graine 
Mn &&\ th:oughoutallpartsof this Kingdome, hath beene pleaſedby his Pzocla- 
mation lately publiſhed, to reſtraine the reſidence of the Lozds Spirituall 
8 74 aud Teinpozall, and of the Knights, and Gentlemen of quality, in, and 
PA , l | neerethe Cities of London and Weltminlter,and other Cities and Townes, 
and to returne them vntotheir owne houſes #habitations in their ſeuerall 
| — Countries, that all partes of the Kingdome might finde the fruites, and 
feele thecomfozt of their hoſpitality and good gouernment: wherein, as His Mateſtie is well plealed 
with the dutifuil obedience of great numbers, that accozding to His Royall command, haue left the 
| Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and the parts adtacent; Do His Highneſſe hath great cauſe to ton⸗ 
. demne the obſtinaty of all ſuch, as in a time ot ſuch generall confoꝛmity, and againſt ſo many good 
n examples, ſhall ſhew themſelues refractoꝛie to that His Nopall plealure, grounded vpon impoꝛtant 
reaſons of Juſtite aud State. And therefoze His Maieſtie doeth eftſoones admonich them ſpee- 
dily to ſubmit themſelues to that His Royall Pꝛotlamation, oz elſe to txpett the ſeuerity ot᷑ his iuſtite 
3 foꝛ their wilfull tontempt. And this His Maieſtie detlares to be extended, aſwell vnto ſuchas haue 
= repapꝛed, oꝛ ſhall repay:e from their ozdinary dwellings in the Countrey , bnto other Cities and 
Townes, as vnto the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, andaſwell vnto widdowes, as menof qua⸗ 
lity and eſtate, and to be continued, not only during the time of Chriſtmaſſenow inſtant,but in that, and 
in all other times and ſeaſons ofthis and other peeres, vntill his Mateſtie declare His pleaſure other⸗ 
wile, His Mateſtie intending to tontinue this courſe heereafter, foꝛ the generall good of his people: 
Pet allowing that Liberty which alwayes hath beene in Termes and other wile, to repayze to Lon- 
don about their neceſſary occaſions, but not to remooue their wiues and families from their ozdinary 
habitations in the Countrey: An innouation and abuſe lately trept in, and growne frequent. 
And although His Maieſtie is perſwaded that by this way of reuiuing the laudable and ancient 
houlekeeping of this Realme, the pooꝛe, and luch as are moſt pinched in times of ſcarcity and want, 
will be much releened audcomfozted; yet that nothing may be omitted that may tend to their ſuccour 
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. gracious and Ptneely care nd promidence , — certaine po 
litique E good oꝛders, heeretofoze made vpon une occaſion, tu be reuiued q pudkiſhed, tntituled, Ordes 
appointed by His Maieſtic, &c. By which the Yuſtices of Peaeg in all partes of the Realme are directed 
to ſtay all Yngroſſers, Foꝛeſtallers and regratoꝛs of Come, and to directallowners and Farmers, 
haung Coꝛne to ſpare, to furniſh the markets rateadiy and werkely, with ſuch quantities as reaſon- 
ably they may and ought to doe: and fone one oꝛ moze of them to de pꝛeſent inthe Market 
to the Oꝛders, and to ſee diners other Articles oblerued and perfozmed, tending to the pzeu

6 and remedy ol this intonuentence. Nenertheleſle, becauſe His Mateſtte doth well know, that the 


ute of thele his gractous, godly, and politique conſtitutions dependeth vpon the carefull and dfligent 
exetution of the ſame ; His Highneſle doth thereloꝛe by this his Pzoclamation ſtraitely charge and 
command, all Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Matozs, Bayhffes, and other His Officers and Dubs 
ietts whatſoeuer, That they take knowledge of the ſayd Orders, andoblerue, and cauſe theſameto 
bee obſerued,as ſhall appertaine vnto them; And that they ble allpoſſible endeauours, dy execution 
of the afozeſaid ©2ders, and of the good and wholfome Lawes in that behalfe,and by all other good 
meanes, that the Markets may be ſupplied with plenty of toꝛne, and at reaſonable pꝛtzes, and the 
pooze ſet on wozke and releeued, His Maieſtie detlaring, that (amongſt other ſernices which hee expe⸗ 
cteth from thoſe perſons or quality, who either befoze were, oꝛ vponthis, and his late Pꝛotlamation 
- fall refiden the Country) this befoze remembꝛed is oue of eſpetiall tmpoztance : And withall, his 
Maieſtie hauing thus carefully pꝛouided foꝛ reteefe of his pooze ſozt of Subtectes, doeth declareand 
ſtrictly charge and command, that if any vnder pꝛetente of pouerty and want, ſhall leaue their 0:d- 
narylabour, oꝛ aſſemble together in vnfit maner, 0z tnſolently behane themſelues, that 
|  thepbecozrected and puniſhed accozdingtothetr demerits,
